its Native Colours; that ſo we might be ready to ſtand upon our 
Guard, againſt the moſt Malicious Incendiaries, who make it their 
chef Buſmeſs to diſturb that Peace and Union ber Sacred Majeſty 
(like a true Nurſing Mother) has ſo frequently and earneſtly 
recommended to all her Subjects from the Throne, 


But (my Lord) there s One Part of the Doctor's Diſcourſe (if _ 


1 am not miſinform'd by thoſe that heard it) that u wholly left 
out in the Printed Copies, which confiſts in ſome keen Reflections

And now (my Lord) I-muſt beg leave to make an Apology, for

Your Lordſbip will not. blame me, 
F I ſay (pardon the Expreſſon) the Nature of the BEAST, re- 
quires, at be ſbould be treated, as a common Enemy to Humane 
Society. Andnow upon the whole, I hope your Loy ip may (for 
the 8 time of the Entertainment) a little unbend your 
thoughtful Mind from the-ſeriow and werghty Cares that neeeſſa- 
rily attend your Exalted Station, and condeſcend to accept of the

But the other Reaſon (which is infinitely more taking 
with us Authors) is this that I think (and I hope 
without Vanity) the World has been ſo juſt to Truth, and ſo 
kind to Me, as to give up the 19 in my favour, Yea, 
the Reverend D —— z himſelf, ſeems altogether to have 

itted his Hold, fince he has not, in the leaſt, attempted 

s own Vindication ; nor ſo much as endeavour'd to explain 


| thoſe Notions in his Diſcourſe, which being intuely New, 
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in the ThreeEditions the Pyxatical Printers ob me of. 
and 
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and peculiar to himſelf, gave Occaſion to the Controverſy ; 
and which he might eaſily pretend, were not ſo clearly ex- 
preſſed, by reaſon of that Brevity he was under a Neceſſity to 

make uſe of, being confin'd within the narrow Limits of a 

Sermon. 

And therefore, if I have been able (under all Diſadvanta- 
ges) to cope with a Perſon of ſo great and | ny a Garacter 
in the Church, as Dr. X net; one that has ſo juſtly ob- 
tain'd ſo eſtabliſhed. a Reputation in the Learned World, 
is ſo truly admir'd for his many Excellent and Uſeful Tra as 
upon ſeveral Subjects; a Man whoſe Conduct (even in my own 
Opinion) has been altogether unexceptionable ſexcepting thoſe 
Peculiarities ofhis, which I pietend to have anſwer'd in my X 
Book) ſure I need not be afraid to enter the Liſts with ſu 
an mnconfiderable Adverſary as Dr. Sach -l. 

But before I proceed, (give me leave, Gentlemen) in a few 
Words to tell you what I am, and what I take my Adver- 
ſary to be — And for my ſelt, 

profeſs my: ſelt to be a Member of the Church ef England, 
as by Law Eſtabliſh' d, being Son and Grandſon of two Re- 
verend, Pious and Moderate Clergy-men of that Communi- 
pn OM 

I do heartily aſſent to all the Doctrine of that Church, as 
contained in its Articles, am a ſincere Lover of the Order and 
Decency of its Worſhip, and have an unfeigned Deterence 
for all thoſe Ceremonies which are neceſſary for the Advance- 
ment of its real Strength and Beauty. 

I have a profound Reſpe& for all my good Lords the Biſhops, 
who have all along expreſs'd a true Apoſtolick Zeal for the 
Safety of the Church, in the times of its real Danger: And 
tor its. Diſcipline and Government, 1 leave them, with Sub- 
miſſioa, (as being above my Sphere) to the Management of 
thoſe who are properly concern'd in them, 

For n 2 I ſhall take the Deſcription from what 
he ſubſcribes iu his Title Page, and what may pather'd 
from ſome of his Works. His Title Page ſpeaks Him to be 
D. D. Fellow of Magdalen College, and Chaplain of St. Savi- 
ours in Southwark. 

Fellow of Magdalene College! Sure the Age is ſunk into the 
loweſt Dregs of Corruption, when ſuch an. unaccountable 
Kretsh, ſhould ever find Admiſſion into that Venerable So- 
ciety. Cou'd ſuch a Fury ever be Elected Fellow, upon 
thoſe truly Noble and Generous Principles, that once ap- 
peared in Vindication of Engliſh Liberty aud Property, in op- 
poſing an Illegal Impoſition of a Prefident, under the In- 
fluence of an Arbitrary Reign ? Had Infamous Charnock (1 
had almoſt ſaid) the D | himſelf, preſided in the E- 
le&ion, and Men of Religion and Conſcience, of the ſame 


Di menſions with his own, been his Aſſociates, they cou'd 
not 
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not poſſibly have pitch'd upon a greater Incendiary, or a more 
proper Tool than Sach U, to have ſerv'd their moſt da- 
ring and malicious Deſigns againſt our eſtabliſh'd Church; 
but that they ſhou'd make him D. D. after he has (not ob- 
ſcurely ) proclaim'd himſelf an Enemy to Church and State is 
a Crime of ſuch a Nature, that I muſt call it an Original, 
and leave it to the Gentlemen, that. were guilty, ſertouſly 
to reflect upon, if ever they come to theniſelves. 

The other Part of his Title is Chaplain of St. Saviour's in 
Southwark. Good God! That ſuch a flagrant Piece of Ma- 
lice, ſhou'd ever have been ſufferd to Ramp into a Pulpit ! 
But above all Places in the World, What Buſineſs had the 
IWretch at St. Saviours? Since the Peace and Salvation of 
Mankind ſeems to be his greateſt Averſion, and his Hatred 
almoſt to the whole Race fo 1nveterate, (that like a true 
Factor for the Prince of Darkneſs) he wou'd fend em to 
Hell by Shoals. *Twou'd be a Myſtery, which Ages cou'd 
not unriddle, to think how hecame, deliberately to be choſen 
to that Poſt, but that 'tis pretty well known, that by the Help 
- LA D and an old Man, and the Uſe of ſome uncommon 

ethods, he ſurreptitiouſly crept in at the back Door. 

From bis Works, (and a Tree is known by its Fruit) his 
Character appears to be this He's one that, for his in- 
comparable Talent at Railing in fluent and refin'd Billingſgate, 
is juſtly advanc'd to the very Top of Scandal , and has fo 
far wriggled himſelf into the good Graces' of thoſe of his 
own Kidney, as to be pitch'd upon for one Sort of Champion 
of the Forlorn Cauſe of Maſter Perkin; i. e. To be Bully-Er- 
rant to the whole Fribe of thoſe poor, ſorry, deſpis'd, ſcan- 
_ dalous Few, of Narrow-ſourd ſtingy Bigotted Wretches, that 
( rather than not obtain their damnable Purpoſes) wou'd 
enflame and embroil the Nation, and run us into the utmoſt 
Confuſion. I call him Bully-Errant, from the remarkable 
Qualifications he is accompliflyd with; A Bully (you 
know) us a great Pretender to Courage, and can huff and bounce

with Satufa&ion, baving an Opportunity to tell ber Neighbours ß 
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more than ten Thouſand Men of true Mettle; and yet wh:n 
he comes to be try'd, is as ame an Animal as Nature affords- 
He's one too of a fimſh'd Impudence, which I dare main- 
tain, is in more Perfection in the Doctor, than the moft 
brazen'd Str t that plies about the Streets; the ſmalleſt 
Skill in Phiſiognomy, may ſee it in his Face; and what but 
2 Whores Forchead can bear him out, without Blufhing, to 
utter the moſt maliciow Slanders in the Face of Authority, 
againſt known Matter of Fact? I call him Errant, becauſe 
he wanders about, like the Crack-brain'd Don' of Mancha, in 
Queſt of imaginary Giants, and Monſters that wou'd raviſh, or 
eat up his Dulcimea, his Ideal Miſtreſs (what he calls) the 
CHURCH, and runs raving mad about he knows not 
what; and yet after all, tis very plain, that all the mighty 
Advancement he has gut, or is ever I'kely to get, even 
amongſt his own Gang, does but amouu: to this, That he's 
a Tool, a meer Cat's-foot, a Facobite Pulpit Drummer, to raife 
Sedition in a quiet united Kindom ; to diſturb and trouble 
the Waters, that Knavesof a more refin'd Craft, than ever 
his .ſenſleſs rattle Scull ever encompaſs'd, may make their ac- 
curſed Uſe of it. Now had the thoughtleſs Wretch, but half the 
Stock of Apprehenſion, that he has of Impudence, he might 
ſee himſelf abus'd into the ſcandalous Employment, and 
not be ſo haughty and ſupercilious, as if he had got to be 
Head of that black Confedsracy : But he knows his Friend of 
Bavaria, had rather be a Dragoon in the French Service, than 
2 General in that of the High Allies. To compleat the Cha- 
racter of this mighty Man, he's inſpir'd, and you may eaſi 
gueſs by whom, for what, but a Heart ſet on Fire from Hell, 
4 Tongue dip'd in that infernal Lake, and the Impudence of the 
Father of Lies, cou'd invent, preach and publiſh ſuch a viru- 
Jent Piece of Scandal, as his Sermon on the Fifth of Novem- 
zer ; which before I can come to, I muſt wade thro” a fulſome 
Dedication to my Lord Mayor. 

He tells his Lordſhip, That by his Lordſbip's Command, his 
Diſcourfe ventures into the World, in Contempt of Miſrepreſentati- 
ons, and random Cenſures.

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may become a Wreck, to enrich the barbarous Miſcteants. 
Now it's evident the Doctor's Deſign is but ſomething of 
this Nature, and be has been ſo plain to the World, in that 
generous Freedom of his, that I hope hereafter none will 
truſt him. But I can't tell what he means by thoſe ſeaſonable 
and neceſſary Truths in his Sermon; 1 fancy few will believe 
them ſeaſonable, either with Reſpect to the Day, or our 
preſent Circumſtances ; as for the Day, had the Do for ftindy'd 
Impertmence, he conld not poſſibly have met with a more 
lucky Hit; I mean a Subject more foreign from the Purpoſe 
of that Occaſion, than Pertls of Falſe Brethren : And for our 
Circumſtances, he need not applaud himſelf for nicking 
them, unleſs it were for the eminent Service he hop'd to do 
for the French Intereſt ; for we are a Kingdom Bo United, 
and that Union ſcarcely yet well cemented, have been long. 
and ſtill are, engaged in a bloody and expenſive War, that 
requires extraordifiary Efforts of Blood and Treaſure, tocar- 
ry it on, in order to bring the proud and haughty Enemy to 
ſuch Terms of Peace, as may be Cafe for the ſeveral Branches 
of the Grand Alliance to truſt to: Now let any unpreju- 
dic d Man judge, whether 'twas ſeaſonable fox the Doctor, 
to blow a Trumpet of Sedit ion, to create Fears and Jealoufics 
amongſt us, and embitter our Spirits one againftanother, at 
a Time when 'tis highly neceſſaty we ſhou'd Unite in Int veſt 
and Affection. Ay, but ſays the Doctor, they were neceſſary 
Truths, and this muſt needs warrant him: Now it 1 ſhou'd 
fay, they are neither Truths, nor neceſſary, I ſnou'd be even 
with him, for all he has ſaid to the contrary 3 but I have 
more Evidence than my own Thoughts to help me out; for 
Her ſacred Majeſty, and both the Houſes of Parhament are of 
Opinion, the Church is not in Danver, and all his vile Re- 
flections, ſhall never invalidate that Evidence with me, and 
Im ſuxe can never do it with any true Engliſomen At- 
ter he has given my Lord ſome ſcurvy Hints of our * > 
he tells him, be thought it bi Duty, to ſtop the encroachmg AN 
chief, and that by endeavouring 4 if poſſible) to open the Eyes of 
thu great Metropolis. Alas! the Malady of the City was 
grown to ſuch a Height, by the Infection of damnable Do- 
ctrines, 'twas hard] oh l but if a Cure was poſlible, he 
had Campaſſion and Skill ſufficient to Effect 1t.

never a Friend to his detzſtad Cauſe, but always appear d for 
Liberty, Property and Religion, againſt all the noify Cant of 
Paftve Gbedieuce and Non- ſtance, as manag' d in the Hands.

Well, but right or wrong, The Trumpet muſt be blown to bring

Fth Commandment, ſince all the Cons and 
Noncons about us can't do it, for he bas got the only Key to 
open it. Good lack a Day! That we ſhou'd be in the Dark 
all this while, for wait of a glaring Light from Oxon : Yet 
(it a Lay-man may give his Advice) 1 think we had beſt 
keep to Dod and Cleaver, Homilies or any thing, rather than 
truſt to the Doctor, tor he's {ſo wretchedly out in moſt Texts 
he meddl-s with, and fo miſ-recites and ftalfifies both ſacred 
and protane Hiſtory, that he is greatly to be ſuſpected, to 
want either Senſe Or Honeſly for the Performance. 

The Doctor tells his Lordſhip, in the Cloſe of the Dedica- 
tion, That if our Conſtitution apprebeuds us Hazard, yet he does, 
with Regard to bu own Perſon. Well, who can bein hl If he 
will lay himſelf open to publick Cenſuꝶ and Rebuke, he 
muſt Anſwer to the Government; and i the Amanuenſes of 
zhe Mob ( as he calls them) condeſcend to take Notice of 
his flagrant Scandals, (he's at Age) let him anſwer for him- 
ſelf, or otherwiſe ſtand by the Charge. 

Now *tis Time we ſhould come to the Sermon; and I 
ſhall not here inſiſt upon the Suitableneſs of the Doctor's 
Subjed, (having in Part prevented my ſelf) to the Solemni- 
ty of the Day, further than to obſerve, that tho* the Text will 
afford Matter ſufficient for Edification, yet for the Fifth of 
November, the noted Story of Tobit and hu Dog, wou'd have 
been as much to the Doctor's Purpoſe as Perils of 
falſe Brethreu.

Rebellion, Rogues, Thieves and Pick- Pockets But the 
ctor had ſome Wit in his Anger, to foreſee that the Occaſt- 
on of that Day would afford him little that was a kin to 
his Text, and therefore he diſpatches that with a Jeu, in Fart 
of a Page; and tho? he ſpeaks ſomething to the Purpoſe, yet 
*twas as little as poſſibly cou'd be; whether he was afraid 
of diſobliging bis Brethren of Rome, aud hu Maſter the Preten- 
der, or no, be knows beſt ; for as he was invited to the Work, 
he muſt ſay ſomething, and had he ſaid more, he need not 
fear a Diſpenſation ( be had it not then in hi Pocket) ſince 
the Reſt of his Performance, was ſo admirably fitted to their

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But 1 can't leave this Paragraph, without taking No- 
tice that the Doctor very juſtly aſcribes, that Great Delive- 
rance to the Mercy of Gad; and as vety obſervable in it, that 
our Hierarchy and Nobility were not finally extirpated and cut off ;

were tor retainzng the Rites of the Moſaick Diſpenſation, 
and theietore endeavour'd to repreſent the Apoſtle as a great 
Boaſter, but of little worth, and an Apoſtate trom the Law, 
the Obſervance of which had been warmly recommended to 
them by ſome Judaizing falſe Apoſtle. But this it is to be a 
Schollard, and to have a Glarwg Pair of Spetacles ! Well! 
The Doctor is ſuch a Man he'd make one admire, how , 


he can reconcile any thing, and make it fadge to the Purpoſe 
of Railing. This Paſſage wou'd ha' been extreamly dull, cou'd he 
not ha' given himſelf the Opportunity zo toſs theſe 3 
Cura, that make ſuch a Pretence of Purity and Holineſs, Now 
the worſt on't is, the Feſt s loſt, for the Doctor has wretchedly 
and ( lam apt to believe) willtully miſtaken the Thing, on 
urpoſe to vent ſome ot the Malicious Fire that burns within 
im. He next preſents ye with an Account of the Apoſtle's 
Behaviour in theſe Circumſtances. P. 1. Ty the loweſt A of

Impreſions upon hs 
Taſſion, and what he bore with the greateſt Reſentment and Difficul- 
ty. So that when the Doctor is reproved for Railing and 
Slander, he may ſhelter himſelf from the juſt Cenſures of the 
World, under the Pretence'that St. Puul was ina Paſlion. 
Hine ille furor — From hence (I ſuppoſe) the Doctor takes 
his Example, and truly had the Apoſtle given bim an Inch, 
he'll be ſure to take an Ell, for he reſolves not to confine 
himſelf to the Defign of the Place, but meaſures out a large 
Field that he may give himſelf the Liberty to lay about him 
with a muſt outrageous Violence; and now ſtand clear, for

Before the Doctor enters upon bis Diſcourſe, tis ueceſſa-

it up, is as full of Words, and as empty ot Senſe, as his 
Countryman-im-law Hobb's Definitions commouly are; but if 
we take a View ct it, twill afford us a little Diverſion. Says 
he Wherem they are found deviating wilfully from = 
their inward Principles or outward Profeſſions, by au unreaſouabls 
Alteration of Judgment, they ave to be deem'd falſe Brethren, 
Now the Buſineſs will ſtand pretty much thus We'll 
ſuppoſe the Doctor to love a Bottle and a .

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Side the Moon or beyond it; and theretore ſtand clear, all 
ye, both in the State of the Dead and of the Living, that have ever 
preachd or publibd any Doftrine that i not neat French Red, 
without any Manner of Sopbiſl icat ion, or have given up any fmall 
Pins-Point of the Ancient Diſcipline of the urch; that have de- 
ny d the Jure Divino of Epiſcopacy, and told w a ſneaking ill 
contrivꝰd Story of the Scripture, —_ of Biſbops and Preſbyteys ; 
that have undamn'd Schiſm, and ſtrip'd 'Occafional Conformity of 
Hypocriſy, have compiy'd with Diſſenters, and vindicated Tolerati- 
on, that halt betwixt the- Church and theConventicle, and talk of 
Comprehenſion and Moderation, which i nothing but getting of 
Money; that fand up for a greater Perfection of Holineſs than 
others, and juſtify Murder, Sacriledgs and Rebellion by Texts of 
Scripture, I ſay, ſtand clear (for - ps u mad) or hell 
toſs ye all to the D 1 and farther. 

And now tor the Safety of her Majeſty and her Liege Peo- 
ple, let looſe Moderation, to try if we can (that Way) tame 
t!*, rageing Fury of the ungovernable Creature. I know 
the FEAST hates the Cur, and cou'd never endure the ſight 
of him; ſee bow hus Eyes ſparkle, Fire, and Flame, and Smoke 
come out at bu Noſe, at the very mention of the Name;

Ha 
but his GRACE been of Laud's Faction, be might have writ Te 
Tlouſand Blaſphennes, and the Dr. would have Abſolved him, hai 
3+ been at the Gallows, His Pique againſt my LORD of SAR 
1s only” becauſe of his Lordſhip's true Greatneſs of Soi 
expreſs'd in a wſt admirable Moderation towards thoſe thi 
diſſent from him: For what has his Lordſhip done, in th 
excellent Performance of his upon the ART, „but 
preſented Things fairly between the contending Parties, at 
ſhewn the Folly of mutually charging, Abſurd and Dan 
able Conſequences upon the ſeveral Opinions laid don 
there, according as the Party-Men are in the Mind, and 
horted to Charity and mutual Forbearance ? And can 
(with any Senſe or Modeſty) be calPd a bn Legions 

evils into the Houſe of God? And why muſt Dr. Ken-ot it 
the ſharpneſs of the Dr's. Reſentment, for flattering the 
ting, and the Dead? And advancing a Notion, that if A 
have Wit and Money enough, they need no Repentance, and 1 

. 


none but Fools and Beggars can be damm d. I am truly ſorry, 
that a Wretch of ſuch a Character, that ſeems barden d, al- 
moſt, beyond a Poſthility of Repentance, ſhould have occafion 
to take notice of that FALSE STEP of ſuch a, truly valuable 
Perſon, who (1 hope) has long fince repented of his Error ; I'm 
ſure 1t was not that Pa age, that put the D n of 
Pet i out of the Dr's Favour but he ow'd him 2 
Grudge for bis incomparable Sermon on the Thirtieth of Ja- 
nuary, and his Prudent and Moderate Behaviour in the 
Church: Had the Rev nd D n but. heartily e- 
ſpouſed the Doctor's Helliſp 4 92 and Faction, he might 
have writ a Panegyrick upon the I himſelf, and the 
Doctor would hz? ſet his Hand to it. 

And what if ſome of our Moderate Clergy (for peace ſake,) 
have been willing to part with, ſome ſmall ec ept ionable Cir- 
cumſtantials, of our Diſcipline and Vorſb ip, where's the falſe 
Brotherhood of all this? 1 am not in the leaſt apprehen- 
ſive, that all the whole Frame would fall down upon it: 
Methinks meer Ceremonies are but a thin Sort of exterior 
Fence, to guard the Interuals of Religion, and eſpecially 
when they are made Terms of Communion. But I can tell the 
Dr. what I believe, would tend more to the Strength and 
Credit of the Church, than the Tything of Miut and Anniſe : 
And *tis CHARITY, MODERATION, and (which is more a- 
vailable ſtill, to make Religion amiable) more exemplary Lives 
| the Clexgy of all Sorts: For let a parcel of Lewd Jackiſh 

rieſts e ever ſuch a Noiſe about Decency, Order, and the 
Rites of the Church, we ſhall not be a whit the better, till we 
ſee a thorough Reformarion amongſt thoſe that have de- 
bauched the Morals of both our Gentry and Commonalty, 
with Vile and Scandalow Examples; and then, I doubt not 
4 all Perſwaſions of Proteſtants tolerated) but we ſhould 
ve more of real Religion among ws, much more of Unity, and 
(perhaps) not much leſs of UNIFORMITY than any ſetious 
Chriſtian could wiſh for. 

I believe thoſe Perſons were not Ignorant of the Eſſential 
Conſtitution of the Catholick Church, who have, with abundance 
of Judgment, told us, that Epiſcopacy (as *tis.now mana- 
ged) has no Foundation in Scripture, but is a meer Creature 
of the Civil Power, and that tis Indifferent, according to 

hriſt's Inſtitution, whether Biſhops or Presbyters are the Men 
appointed to govern the Church : If the Reader will be at the 
Pains to peruſe Dr Stillingfleet's Irenicum, or an Anſwer to 
art of the Doctor's Sermon, Entitl'd, the Peril of being Zea- 
buf Aﬀeted and not well, Or a Pamphlet whoſe Title is 
N TRUTH, writ, as tis ſuppos'd, by Herbert, Lord 
Biſbop of Hereford, he may ſee, what the Doctor Cavils at, 
prov'd beyond all reaſonable Contradiction, from the beſt 
. Antiquity, 
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ö | Antiquity, and the Judgment of thoſe Blefſed Martyrs, that 
began the Reformation in this Kingdom. 

Occafiona! Conformity meerly for a Place, I hold ſtrictly Un- 
lawtul: But Occaſional Communion with either Church or 

_ Diftenters, that are agreed in the ſame Fundamental Do- 
&rine, out of a Principle of Moderation, 1 look upon, to be 
10 far from either Hypocriſy in it ſelf, or dangerous in its 
Confequences, that it appears to me to be the greateſt Ex- 
Freſion of a ſincere Charity, and the only way to a nearer U- 
nion amonyſt all Proteilants. And what the Doctor Cen- 
{ures as an Intollerable Piece of Falſe- Brotherhood, to join 
with the Herd, and frequent the Publick Communion, and yet to 
flide into a Concventicle, &. I think has leſs of Scan- 
dal in it, than to ſlide privately into a Bawdy- Houſe, or a. 
Boozing- Ken, as ſome Body does, (that ſhall be nameleſs, if 
he don't farther provoke me *) and has ſome Face of Reli- 
Sion, which the other can never pretend to. 

I am of Opinion, that tis not a ſneaking Compliance in a- 
ny to defend Toleration and Liberty of Conſcince. And why 
the Dr. ſhould not be pleas'd with it, 1 am able to give no 
Other Reaſon, but that he has a mind to ſhew his Notortows 
Diſaffe#:an to the preſent Government; and as he can never 
be Reconcil'd to thoſe who firſt granted that Liberty, which 
the Diflenters ſo happily Enjoy, ſo he's reſolved to Lam- 

poon her Sacred Mey, for Aſſuring us from the Throne, ſhe 
will indiolably maintain it; and tho? he, pag. 19. would

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Poyſun any more amongſt us, But I hope I need not bait 
him much more upon this Head, fince the Honourale Houſe 
of Commons have the Doctor and his Two Scandalous Libels 
under Conſideration, and, I doubt not, will take ſuch Care 
of him as his Caſe deſerves. 

But pray, Gentlemen, take Notice of another Sort of Falſe- 
Brethren, which the Doctor has ſuch a Kindneſs for, that he 
won't put them out of Countenauce, and truly he has curry'd 
them over ſo briefly, that I had almoſt overlook*'d the Paſ- 
ſage. lis in a private Place of Page 11. the Sins of theſe are 
ſuch Peccadilio's, that they are ſcarce worth the Naming. 
They are thoſe who out of Feay or Complaiſance, can tamely, aud 
without Vindicat ion, bear their God and Religion Blaſphemed and 
Abuſed.

malicious Slanderer. If he means any others, that have (as Fe 
ſays) corrupted the Eſſentials of our Faith; let him point us 
out the Books, that we may examine into the Danger, and 
not be ſcar d with Raw-bead and Bloody-bones at every Turn, 
when. be thinks fit to gn Mad, Ay, but there was a COA. 
PREHENSI1ON intended, to bring a Religious Trojan 
Horſe big with Arms and Ruin, into dur Holy City, to lay 
"open her Walls, pull down her Incloſures, and make an 
gh. Road into her Communion. Here (before I ſhew the ground- 
leſnefs of the Doctor's Fears) give me leave to tell ye, that 
I freely grant, there, are ſome Notions advanced and pub- 
lickly eſpous'd, that are ſcarcely tolerable in a Chriſtian 
Nation, and I could with that ſome abler Hand than the 
Doctor's, in the Spirit of Meekneſs and Charyy, wou'd under- 
take to confute them; becauſe tis plain, that ſenſeleſs vail- 
ing and ill Nature, can never effect that defirable Work J 
mean ſuch Notions as infer the denying Revealed Rel ion, 
the Divinity of our Saviour, and the Fatitfackion de har made for 
Sinners.; tbe Divine Perſonality and Operations of the Fver- 
fed Spirit ; and that iniply an invalidating a Goſpel Miniſtry, 
and thoſe Ordinances of Chriſt counntted to thew Admnnſtranon - 
For ſuch Poſitions ſtrike at the very Being of Chritttamyp 
it ſelf z and their Authors are ſo far from having any h 
Pretence to belong to the Church of England, that I done 
know, upon what good; grounds, they can ſtyle themſelves 
Chriſtians, But that. thoſe that don't differ from us, in a- 
ny, ons Eſſential Point of our Faith, and only Diſſent from 
the Rites and. Ceremonies of dur Worſpip, which we our How 
account Indiferent in their own Nature, ſhould be rank'd a- 
| D3 mongſt 
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mongſt Dei, Sbeiniant, and Eraſtians, and doom'd to E- 
ternal Dettruction together with them, I think, is as far 
from Reaſon as tu from common Juſtice and Charity. The 
for therefore ought to have made a Diſtinction between the 
Doctrines and Authors that agree with the Eſſentials of our 
Articles, and thoſe that evidently thwart and contradict 

m; and not have advanc'd a wild Heterogeneow Mixture of 
angers and Enenes, which gives us no diſtinct Idea of any 
one ſort of them.

But that Per- 
ſons of ſound Anowledge and unblameable Lives, ſhould, for 
Matters purely indifferent in themſelves, and meerly Cir- 
cumſtantial, be kept out, and thofe that OCCASIONALLY 
CONFORM to the enjoyn'd Ceremonies, ſhouw'd be grudg'd

Now to ſhew you, that all the CHURCH's DANGER the 
Doctor dreams of, from COMPREHENSION, is Imaginary; 
let it be conſider'd, That if we ſeparate moderate Church- 
men, and Diſſenters from the Company into which the Do- 
ctor has put them, the Company (I'm confident) they ab- 
hor to the laſt Degree, the Doctor's Complaints will ap- 
ear to have no manner of Foundation in Reaſon. THE 
LATE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY (whoſe Memory 
will he precious, as long as there is any Religion, Senſe,

the Prince of Peace, in the ſacred Office of the Miniſtry, take 
care to make it their chief Buſineſs to promote Peace and 
Holineſs in the World, both by Doctrine and Example ? 
When our dear Redeemer was juſt upon his Departure from 
this World, he left Peace as a particular Legaey to hs Diſciples 
and Followers; the meaning of which, in my humble Judg- 
ment, is not meerly to be veſtram'd to Peace within their own 
Minds, tho' that may be chiefly intended; but he left Peace 
to be recommended to the Practice of all that ſhould call 
themſelves by his Name. The Commandment which he 
calls ſometimes New, ſometimes hu own, in a ſpecial Peculi- 
arity, ic that we ſbou'd /ove one e and which he repeated 
to his Diſciples but a little betore bis Death) methinks ſhou'd 
hwe ſuch an Influence upon vur Hearts, that we ſhou'd, if 
it be puſible, and as much as in 10 lies, live peaceably with all Men.

Iwas a peculiar Remark of the Hea- 
thens upon the Primitive Servants of Chriſt, | See bow theſe 
Chriſtzans love one another. | But alas! Into what a State of 
Degeneracy are we fallen, n and Bitterneſs, *

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ang Reproach, with Malice and Uncharitableneſs, ſhou'd have 
uſurp'd the Throne, and the true Love to God and Man 
ſhould ſeem to be baniſh'd from amongſt us? But bleſſed be 
God, there are yet thoſe left both in Church and State, that are 
living Inſtances of Pimitite Charity and Moderat ion; other- 
wiſe 1 ſee, how the God of Peace cou'd vouchſafe us 
his Preſence as hitherto he has done. What can more con- 
tribute to engage the Continuance of his Bleſſings to us, 
than that Love which bears the Divine Image upon it?

Sermon he preach'd 
at St Paul's, Member the Fifth, if I publiſh my Remarks in 
any other Method or Language; for a Bear-Garden Sermon 
muſt have a Bear-Gargen Anſwer : J am ſure Railing (or? 
Bellowing, for they are Synonimous Terms) is againſt the 
Majeſty of Preaching, as being a Practiſe much more becom-

which are always coniin'd to what we ought to believe or 
practice, without wandring into unneceſſary Diſputes, or 
1mpertinent Digreſſions concerning State Aſtairs, which (as 
Dr. Williams obſerves ) Miniſters ought not to make the Matter of
